ITH a friend I recently journeyed to Mount Vernon, the beautiful 
home that was once that of George Washington, situated upon that 
lovely hill overlooking the Potomac River, just a few miles out of Wash­ 
ington, D. C. 
I do not know of a more beautiful spot anywhere. 
It is today a na­ 
tional shrine, sacred to visitors from. all lands. 
The simplicity and whole­ 
someness of the enttre estate are significant of the character of the man 
who once held sway there. 
Here the great of the earth have visited and 
left, inspired by the example of pure courage that the master bequeathed 
as a heritage to all mankind. 
To me. however, the most impressive and expressive spot was the 
Tomb of Washington just a short walk f rom the home, at the edge of a 
lovely liill, bordering the waters below. 
The Tomb Is simplicity itself. 
The ashes of George Washington and M artha Washington rest there in 
marble caskets side by side. An iron grill allows the visitor to look within 
and the sunlight streams upon that small interior and the songs of birds 
are heard all about within the little grove o f trees that shelter the Tomb. 
A single guard keeps watch. 
We noted several newly placed w reaths—one card reading simply 
“The President." 
As we left that Tomb I thought of many things. 
I thought of the 
time in which Washington lived and wrought, and of the changes that 
have been brought about in the world since he was carried to that last 
resting place. 
We saw the room in w hich he died, the old coach in which 
he used to travel, the kitchen where they used to bake his corn bread and 
roast his meats—a huge open fireplace. 
We walked out upon the great 
columned porch where many anxious and happy talks were had with the 
famous of his day. 
I have visited the graves of Emerson. Thoreau. Longfellow*, Bell and 
others—all simple and expressive. 
One of the most beautiful, to me, has 
been the resting place of Alexander Bell on that great hill above where 
he used to live at Baddeck, in Cape B reton Island, Nova Scotia. Just a 
large natural stone as a marker! 
Washington’s Tomb, however, is unforgettable. 
No achievements 
recorded—just the simple name on the marble-
